More than one hundred dollars for the

SARG’S MARIONETTES 


Ali Baba and the Forty Thieves Enter- 
tain at George Washington Hall. 
Afternoon Program for Children. 


The Sultan of the Incfes and Scherherazade 
his wife, the heroine of the thousand and one 
tales with Ali Baba and the forty thieves, all 
in Liliputian form, entertained two audiences 
at George Washington hall on Saturday. 

In the afternoon the story of “The Three 
Wishes,” a juggling act, a clown and his dog, 
the march of the wooden soldiers, Jenny 


tranced a large number of children, 
The really beautiful stage settings, the 
artistic lighting effects, and the mechanical 
perfection of the marionettes were appreci- 
ated by those who saw Ali Baba and the 
Forty Thieves in the evening, and followed 
their adventures with nearly as much interest 
as if they too had been children. 
The apparitions conjured up by the 
Sultan’s wife, included the Magic Carpet, the 
Flying Horse, the Genie and the Fisherman, 
and Sinbad the Sailor. 
The faithful donkeys Abou and Mumu, 
who eloquently expressed their emotions as 
they were promoted from carrying fagots to 
being bearers of gold and gems, and Agib, the 
fiery steed of Danhasch, were quite as popular 
as most of the human figures and much more 
so than Cassin, ‘who died of colic in two 
ieces.”” 
The dancing of Morgiana, the beautiful 
and clever slave girl, elicited the most ap- 
lause from the students, who composed a 
arge part of the audience.

Mathematically expressed, 
this means about 9,236 feet of string neces- 
sary to carry on the performance. One of the 
puppets has thirty-two strings to control it. 
each doll has many of the joints common 
to the human body. To every joint a fine, 
practically invisible string is attached, lead- 
ing to a “controller,”’ a small wooden device, 
held in the hand of the person manipulating 
the puppet. The “pjppeteers,” as the operat- 
ors are called, stand on a sort of elevated plat- 
form or bridge, high above the level of the

| To the editor of The Andover Townsman, 
DEAR SiR: — 

Will you kindly let me have a few inches 
of space to make a plea for the boys and girls 
of our town? 3 

I feel sure that the citizens of Andover are 
vitally interested in having the town authori- 
ties do everything within reason to preserve 
for the children of the community their God- 
given right to happiness and safety. We 
are indeed grateful for what our town officials 
have already done in the way of safeguarding 
the children of Andover against needless 
dangers and of opening up for them new 
recreational facilities. But there is room for 
still further progress in these two directions. 

From time immemorial, coasting has been 
a favorite winter sport with children. And 
under ordinary conditions this has been a 
safe and grist Na sport. But the 
automobile, which with all its unquestioned 
advantages has by no means proved to be an 
unmixed blessing, has. made coasting alarm- 
ingly dangerous. 

It is a shame that grim Death should stalk 
our snow clad hills to cut down the lives of so 
many of our boys and girls. But sentimental 
wailings will not banish the hideous reaper 
from our midst. Something practical must 
be done —and that right soon! There is 
every prospect that we shall have a good deal 
of snow this winter. This brings to the 
fore again the ever-recurring question: What 
measures will our town authorities take 
toward eliminating the hazards of coasting? 

There are two broad solutions that suggest 
themselves. One of these solutions is to make 
it unlawful for children to coast on any of the 
streets of the town. Such a plan, while it 
may be theoretically sound, is practically un- 
enforceable. And furthermore it would work 
a rank injustice upon our boys and girls thus 
to rob them of a wholesome joy to which they 
are entitled by all the rights of childhood. 

The other solution is for the town to set 
aside certain streets at certain hours in the 
day for the use of children who may wish to 
coast on them. It would seem that such 
such streets, for example, as Phillips street or 
Bartlet street or High street or Walnut 
avenue might be barred to auto traffic after 
four o’clock in the afternoon without working 
great inconvenience to anybody. 

It may be urged that automobile owners 
will never consent to any such curtailing of 
their liberty to drive when and where they 
lease in Andover. But is it not about time, 
in view of the lives of children already sacri- 
ficed to the automobile, that the automobile 
made a few sacrifices for the lives of children? 

Children will coast, danger or no danger. 
The question is, will our town fathers take 
practical measures to make it possible for 
children to coast somewhere in safety? Might 
it not be possible for the selectmen of Ando- 
ver to hold a Aims hearing on this question 
sometime in the very near future? This is a 
matter of grave concern to hundreds of 
parents and others who have the interest of 
children at heart.

Andover Natural History Society Learns 
About Gulf Stream 


The first meeting of the Andover Natural 
History society since the death of its presi- 
dent, the late Omar P. Chase, was held in the 
Goldsmith library on Tuesday evening with 
an attendance of twenty-nine and the vice 
president, Miss Bessie P. Goldsmith, in the 
chair. In the absence of Miss Alice Weare, 
Mrs. Cecilia Derrah was appointed secretary 
pro tem. 

The committee on resolutions for Mr. 
Chase, composed of Nathan C. Hamblin, 
Edwin T. Brewster and Rev. F. A. Wilson, 
reported through its chairman and it was 
voted to accept the resolutions, to spread 
them upon the records, to send a copy to Mrs. 
Chase and to the press. 

Mr. Hamblin read for the committee as 
follows: 

Omar P. Chase, the president of the 
Andover Natural History society was 
instantly killed on the morning of 
November 28, 1926. Elected as president 
in 1911, and holding the office almost 
continuously until his death, he main- 
tained a leadership which resulted in a 
remarkable unity among the members 
of the organization. He had a notable 
ability to get hearty cooperation in 
carrying out his plans. His genial pres- 
ence at all the social affairs of the 
Society; his love of out-of-door life, his 
interest in all natural phenomena, en- 
deared him to his associates. This 
society has survived when so many 
organizations of its type have ceased to 
exist; it has more than doubled its 
membership; these are tributes to his 
work as president. 

The members of the Andover Natural 
History Society feel an overwhelming 
loss in his death. We shall miss his 
leadership: we believe that we can best 
express our appreciation of his life and 
character by carrying on the work to 
which he was devoted; with the same 
spirit which he brought to it. 

The topic of the evening was “The Gulf 
Stream,” a subject suggested by Mr. Chase, 
whose interest was stimulated by an article 

rinted many years ago in e Boston 
Joural Mr. Hamblin first explained the 
trade winds caused by the hot air rising at the 
equator and deflected by the rotation of the 
earth. The movement of the trade winds sets 
the water of the ocean in motion, forming a 
definite current which flows northward, 
coursing through the Gulf of Mexico, and 
owing to the conformation of the North 
American continent spreading through the 
North Atlantic and affecting the climate of 
France and England. The Sargasso sea is 
also formed by the circular movement of the 
gulf stream. 

The next meeting of the society will be held 
on January 18, when Miss Florence Parker 
will speak on “‘ Evergreens.”’ 


New Pastor at St. Augustine’s 


Rev. Charles A. Branton, O. S. A., director 
of Augustinian Missions at Villanova college, 
has been appointed pastor of St. Augustine’s

O. S. A., who resigned recently because of ill 
health. 

Fr. Branton is well known throughout the 
East and Middle West as a missionary and as 
an eloquent and successful preacher. He has 
been on the mission band of the Augustinian 
order for the past ten years and has been 
director of the Augustinian missions for the 
past four years. He is well known in Law- 
rence and Andover, having conducted 
several missions there and in Andover. He 
gave a mission in Andover about six years 
ago. 

“Fr. Branton was born in Philadelphia and 
received his early training and education 
there. He uated from the Roman 
Catholic high school of that city and later 
entered Villanova college, graduating in 1908. 

While at college, Fr. Branton took a 
prominent part in dramatics and in the 
activities of the debating clubs and was also 
leader of the glee club. He was ordained at 
Villanova in 1911. For several years after 
his ordination he taught elocution and dra- 
matics at Villanova.

The old problem caused by coasting 
is before us again, earlier and in a more 
acute form this winter due to the 
abundant December snow. There have 
been winters when there was so little 
snow, or when it fell so late in the season 
that the question was not a pressing one. 
But this year we are faced with the 
situation before the official turn of the 
seasons, and although in previous years 
this matter has always been evaded, it 
ought now to be detinitely settled upon 
once and for all. 

Should certain streets be restricted 
to coasting during several hours of the 
day? 

There are some who answer “No” to 
this question. They point out, for one 
thing, that roads are intended for teams 
and automobiles, and that coasters 
have no place there. They also remark 
that all vehicles could not be excluded 
under any circumstances, because cross 
streets will be used, some deliveries 
must be made and owners of cars living 
on the restricted street have an un- 


child is injured by an automobile on 
such a street, the town itself might be 
liable. Then comes the question of how 
many streets are to be so restricted. 
Naturally each section of the town 
would like one if another section had one. 
And there is also the objection having 
to do with the cost of enforcing such a 
regulation. Signs, horses, lanterns 
would have to be purchased, erected 
daily at a given hour and removed some 
hours later. An oflicer ought to be on
